Edimenton’s experience with the 
street railway company should very 
effectively teach the citizens one 
lesson. The strong arguinent of the 
advocates of the arrangement with 
the company was that the city could | 
not at present afford to build a street 
railway system, that such system if | 
built would not be immediately prof- ! 
itable, but that a corporation with 
a long term franchise would be will- 
ing to sacrifice during jthe early 
years of the enterprise, trusting to 
be recouped as business developed and 
incrersed; The history of the pest 
year has quite effectively exploded: 
this theory, and Edmonton should 
never again be tempted to surrender a 
valuable franchise in the hope of get- | 
ting a street railway . before’ the | 
available business warrants the un- 
dertaking. The city will not have 
and should not have a street railway 
built by either public or private funds 
until the circumstances give reason- 
able assurance that ihe enterprise will 
get quickly on a self-supporting bas- 
is. 

That this time is not far distant is 
not more cerain than that when it 
arrives Edmoaton will be in a posi- 
tion to undertake the construction of 
a street railway system as a muni- 
cipal enterprise. Until that time ar- 
xives the people of Edmonton should 
take no chances on parting 
with the street railway charter. Tt 
has been once recovered, by a flake ;

CALGARY MAY ADOPT THE 

COMMISSIONER SYSTEM 

fsannsie 

Herald: Calgary’s civic government 
is to ce Improved, The commission! 
idea fs to be introduced, apparently. 

Af election time last fall there was 
much talk of a commission being ap- 
pointed to administer the affairs of 
the city. [t was said the city’s busi- 
mess had assumed such proportions 
that It was Impossible for the ordin- 
ary business man to spare time to 
attend to the work of supervising 
the carrying out of committee work- 
This was thought to be true at tke 
time and Its equally applicable, now. 

Nothing was done in the council 
furthering the policy, until Alderman 
Stucrt, who is a strong supporter of 
the idea, Introduced a motion which 
was dealt with at a special meeting 
ef the aldermen last night. 

The question was discussed by all 
the aldermen and the principle of ‘the 
system was endorsed and a special 
wommittee is to be appointed at next 
meeting to report on the best method 
ot working ont the scheme. The de- 
cision Was unanimous 

Aiderman Stuart read his motion, 
which proposed aboard of commis- 
sioners, composed of the mayor, city 
elerk and citr engineer, they to ad- 
minister alf the affairs of the city. 

What the second ward alderman 
wished to know was if the council was 
favorable to the idea. He considered 
it was not in the best interests of 
the city to have the aldermen attend 
to the details of carrying on the act- 
ual work. Legislative measures were 
within their scope, but executive 
work should be left with others. In 
American cities as far back as 1830 the 
principle was recognized and adopt- 
ed 

balgary was away behind all the 
farge American cities in expecting 
comnuiittees to do the executive work. 
{In spite of reports to the contrary, 
the Edmonton board of commissioners 
were working satisfactorily. The on- 
ly objection to the system there was 
from one man who had been elected to 
oppose the Tdea. 

There was no continuity iu our 
eystem. Vhe flack of responsibility 
was aiso a drawbick. An alderman 
coula not oe dismissed if his views 
did not meet with the approval of 
tne board of aldermen. He read ex- 
tracts of the report of an expert on 
civic uc@ministration supporting the 
principle 

ihe city of Toronto had practicaily 
enuorsea the idea DY appointing t 
beaxa of control, comprised of seven 
members, inciuding the mayor. They 
were ali erected by votes of ‘the peo- 
ple. 

\ summary of Alderman Stuart’s 
motion reads: 

| The dividing of the city into 
fous waras, each’ ward to elect four 
uidermen, the mayor to he elected 
every two years, and no person to 
be qualifiea for mayor unless first 
serving for one year in the council.

3 The mayor, the city clerk and 
th: city engineer shall ex-officio con- 
stitute a board of commissioners to 
be called “The Commissioners of the 
City of Calgary,” and subject to the 
legislative jurisdiction of the council 
there shall he vested in the said com- 
missioners the duty ard power either 
directly or through subordinate of- 
ficers to be appointed by them, of 
assessment and collection of taxes, 
the care, management, control and 
direction of the police force, the fire 
brigade, and other municipal services 
and of all the property, works, im- 
provements, roads, streets, parks, 
markets, cemeteries and public places 
owned and controlled by the city or 
over which its jurisdiction extends 
and also such powsrs and duties as 
may be delegated ©o them by the 
council
